Assassination of Presideat Kfetmedy, end to the Chief Justice »s Btater»id5 
concerning the release of inforssation gathered by the Ccssaissicm. 

In response to your first ^stloa, security requirements 
for federal employees are governed ly President Msenhover's Bsecittive 
©r^rvRjv ICA50, wMchl jaTovldes^t^ "iha ^ppototment of each civilian 
Officer or employee in Sny aspartaaent or agency of the GovenmBnt shall 
he aada subject to investigation. ” Such an investigation was made 
in the case of Mr. Eedllch hy ths Civil Serviee Ccmmission and the 
fbderal Bureau of Investigation, and the facts developed were evaluated 
hy the smBbers of the Ccssmlssion— Earl t^arzen. Chairman, Chief Justice 
of tbs Itoited States, Richard B. Rus^ll, John Sherman Cooper, Hale 
Boggs, end Gerald R- Jbrd, leading Democratlo and ^publican members 
of the United States -Congress, John J. ifcCloy, former High CoramlssioaBr 
of Germany, and AHen W. Dulles, former bead of the Ihiited States Centaal 
Intelllgenca Jigency. 

On l>Jay 19 , 19^, at a meeting attended by all the OcHnmissianBrs 
the Oocanisslbn unanlmbusly deered all the msmbers of Its staff to 
handle classified information.
